A bill is before tho legislature to form 


another judicial circuit, to be numbered 
fourteen, ana to bo locatedia the north- 
ern part of the state. There is opposi- 
tion to the formation ot the proposed cir- 
cuit, on the ground that tho present bus- 
iness should bo more evenly distributed, 
that is, the judicial districts should

is Senator Warner's plan. Ho does not 
deny that somo of the judges are over- 
worked, bat he shows that some of them 
have little to do, and that by a more per- 
test equalization of the circuits, tho 
duties of none of them would bo oner- 
ous, oven with a reduced number. o£ 
judges. Ho has been at tho pains • to, 
compile a table showing tho population 
of all the circuits, by counties, and tho 
nuinber^ot causes entered for the .past 
year in each ot the counties, i'or brevity's 
sake, thojjazetts omits tho counties con- 
stituting tho several judicial circuits, but 
gives the aggregate population in each 
circuit aud tho number o£-cases tried 
ia each.

THK'DIVOECE DYNAMITE. 


Tlio Rev. Di.' Theodore' D. Woolsey, 


late president of Tale-college, and Judge 
John A. Jameson; of the superior court 
of Chicago, discuss the question of di 
vorco ia the April number of the North 
American Review. Dr. Woolsey will be 
rernembered_as having published a work 
on divorce several years ago in which he 
held the ground maintained by tho Cath- 
olic church.""Since then lais mind has 
undergone.but little change on thn sub- 
ject, and it niay be stated that he still 
insists on the indissolubility of the mar- 
riage tie. . The statistics given by Dr. 
Woolsey show-.th'at in the United States 
the number of divorces has been on a 
steady increase, the ratio of increase be- 
ing greater than that ot population. In 
Connecticut,'the average, is 1 divorce 
to 
11 marriages; 
in 
Vermon^ 


1 to 17; ^Massachusetts, 1 to"3S. "In the 
large-cities, the number o£ divorces to 
tho number of marriages, is much greater 
than the figuresiere given. 


Tho artiole'iof Judge Jameson is one 


which will command a thorough reading 
lor the reason that he is a jurist whose 
)ng experience with divorce cases in 
ihicago lends to his observation -on this 


grave subject, a special value. There is 
a goo& deal of common sense in the posi- 
tion Judge Jameson takes on the subject 
of divorce. Theitest-questiou with him 
is "What-regulatipns will best subserve 
the interests; first'of society; secondly, of 
the children; and lastly, of the parties 
themselves?'' The only state that ever 
attempted to answer this question was 
South Carolina. Down to the period of 
reconstruction in 1868, that state had 
never allowed an absolute divorce for 
any cause. After the war the state 
changed considerably in its population, 
and the law was repeated, but the effect 
of divorce on society was considered bad, 
and iu aiew years the old law was re-en- 
aoted, and now no absolute divorce can 
je obtained in that state. 


Judge Jameson gives somo painful fig- 


ures in regard to divorces granted in Chi- 
cago, but they are not more alarming than 
;he figures coming.from some of the old- 


cities in the eastern states. In Chica- 


go the divorces averaged 1 to every 13, 
marriages, which is not a greater ratio 
±au in the :old state of Maine. There 
were 714 uivoVces-granted in Chicago in 
18S2, and in.665 cases there, was no . de- 
fense. A majority; of the suits were 
brought by persons in tlie-humbler walks 
ot life, many ot them becoming tired of 
their connection and abandoning their 
homes, the wives going .one way and the 
husbands another,.aud neither ever re- 
turning." Judge'Jameson says thatboard- 
ing,houso life is especially fatal to per- 
manence of marital relation, the reason is 
that'the wives are commonly left without 
employment, and^fall m ready prey to 
sinister influences. -The experience of the 
judge is thatihe'best good of the'.wife, 
of the children, :6f-the public, demands 
thatsomediyorcesshall.be granted for 
non-scriptural causes. He. claims that a.

A Possible Change in the Transmitlal 


of News Dispatches. 


NEW YOUK, March 24.—The Morning 


Journal says: 


Tho recent successful tests ofjong distance 


telephones by which tho minutest sounds cun 
be convoyed over miles of space and tho accu- 
racy; obtained in tho transmission of messages 
have revived tho interest of-the readihp; publii 
in the termination of a vast monopoly. For 
many years the organization known as the 
Associated Press ban maintained and controlled 
an arbitrary power over tho transmission jf 
nows. 


Tho value of the press franchise consisted 


of its exclusive control of the current nnivs. 
This control cannot bo continued, should louj; 
distance telephoning prove successf ul. It is 
already proposed among newspapers not in the 
Associated Press to establish telephone con- 
nections with given points and have the daily 
reports taken down in shorthand1 directly .from 
tho instruments.

Tho oxclusivenoss of :iewa is therefore im- 


possible, and the utility as well as tho vuluo of 
the press franchise fades.away.

To get the several opinions on this subject a 


reporter visited tlio oliico of tho Associated 
Press in tho Western Union building. -Mr. 
William E. Svn'A, the general manager, when 
asked for hia (.pinion on the nracticability of 
long-distance telephones for the transmission 
of news, said: 


"I do not think they will ever become of any 


value for this purpose. There is too much in- 
terruption and tnoy cimnot bo relied upou. 
The telephone,- in my opinion, will never take 
the place of the telegraph, the hitler ia a pos- 
itive" transmission and can bo relied upon. For 
short 
distances 
tho telephone works all 


right, or for ovon the transmission of ordinary 
business,, but it will never do to report tha 
president's message or ajClu'cago fire.. 


"There aro .many points of great practical 


utility about tho telephone, aud it ia a grout in 
vontion, but I do not believe that it will uvoj 
roach that degree of perfection to be able to 
supersede the telegraph as a news reporter.':'

While the telephone answers all purpoBOd re- 
quired of it for short distances, I do not feel 
th:it it will bo used for tho transmission of 
news. 
''It may bo at some future timo, but you see 


ihoro are so many interruptions from various 
sources that it conld not bo depended upon. 
Keesagos for short distances havo often to bo 
repeated again and again, and this would take 
up too much timo, which ia a great factor in 
the making tip of newspapers.

There is grief .in; the residence of Dr 


Gideon-E' Moore at' 163d'street anc 
Kingsbridge road. ''Lordj" a St. Bernarc 
dog of .the original; type and:the idol anc 
defender of the .household, is dead.; Ho 
had been sick'since July" last". His. con 
ditipn was not' .considered' 'dangerous 
until two months:ago. when he caught a 
severe cold. 
He was taken/ to' .the 


American Veterinary College for treat- 
ment. . He did not improve. His cole 
'.developed in to'pneumonia." He receivec 
constant 'attention, but steadily greM 
wrse.'-';On-Saturday last he-was placed 
in a carriage and again taken to.' the col- 
lego. 
Ho was. greatly emaciated; and 


could hot walk.

• His; mistress was informed that his 
disease was incurable. To relieve his 
sufferings it was decided to chloroform 
him.
